Kennedy ev en indicated he 
wo nld accept a $13.6-billio n 
rate cat and the co mplete 
scrapping o f his pro po sals to 
partly o ffset lo wer r at e s 
thro ugh changes in the tax 
laws. 
The President went m u c h 
further than ev er before in 
rev ealing the length to which 
he might go to win p assage 
of a 1963 tax cut. Ap p earing 


at a sy mp osium on economic 
growth, 
sp onsored by the 
American 
Bankers 
Associ­ 
ation, Kennedy said: 
“I would say the imp ortant 
thing is to get the bill this 
y ear. Whatev er is necessary 
to get that bill, I would sup ­ 
p ort.” 
Kennedy ’s remarks came 
during an unscheduled ques- 
tio n-and-answer sessio n after 
he deliv ered a majo r address 
o n tax po licy . 
The address itself was a 
sharp ly worded rep ly to those 
who hav e attacked his top 
p riority tax p ackage because 


it comes at a time of rising ¡down to about $10 billion. 
federal deficit and a growing 
national debt. 
Kennedy ’s most significant 
statements came, howev er, in 
the question session that fol­ 
lowed.

He ex ­ 
pressed a fear that Co ngress 
might pass a tax cut o f less 
than $10 billio n and suggested 
this wo uld be inadequate. 
Kennedy ’s clarification of 
his p osition came on the 50th 
anniv ersary of the income tax 
amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion. It coincided with re­ 
lease of an Associated Press 
surv ey which showed that any 
p rosp ectiv e income tax cut al­ 
ready has been eroded by in­ 
creased Social Security tax es 
and higher p ostal rates, and 
is threatened still further by 
p rosp ectiv e increases in state 
and local tax es. 
Sp ecifically , the new Social 
Security tax es and p o s t a l 
rates are ex p ected to take 
$2.7 billion from the p ublic’s 
p ockets—more than a quarter 
of the p rojected $10.3 billion 
net income tax reduction.

airp lane hijacker. 


The tribunal said Bearden 
or his attorney should be giv ­ 
en a chance to argue his case 
to the same ex tent as ac­ 
corded the U.S. attorney who 
p rosecuted him. The decision 
was by an 8-0 margin with 
Justice By ron R. White, for­ 
mer assistant attorney gen­ 
eral, not p articip ating.

Monday by Staff Sgt. Roger 
S. Dav idson of the 421st Air 
Police Squadron who 
w a s 
making a routine p atrol. 
Dav idson, who sp eaks flu­ 
ent Jap anese, ordered 
th e 
men to come out of hiding. 
Tanegai came out with h i s 
arms raised but broke into 
flight when a second p atrol 
car came to the scene, the 
Air Force said. 
Dav idson fired one shot at 
the fleeing man after order­ 
ing him sev eral times to halt, 
the announcement said. The 
bullet entered Tanigai’s up p er 
left arm and p assed through 
his body . 
The Air Force said bo t h 
Tanegai and his surv iv ing 
colleague were found in p os­ 
session of stolen U. S. gov ­ 
ernment p rop erty . 
Jap anese p olice and th e 
U. S. air p olice began a joint 
inv estigation of the incident. 
No charges were ex p ected to 
be filed against Dav idson but 
a Jap anese court official said 
that, in any case, the United 
States has jursidiction under 
the U.S.-Jap anese administra­ 
tiv e agreement because th e 
incident occurred while the 
sergeant was on duty .

Cu rtis said these reports had 
reached him from “man y 
sou rces ov er a period of man y 
mon ths.’’ He added:

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Consumers Counter- Offer 
By WILLIAM 
0. DOB LEE 
Consumers Public Power District has 
now countered with an offer of its own to 
the plan suggested by certain Lincoln in- 
terests whereby the city would acquire the 
retail properties of Consumers in Lincoln. 
The Lincoln acquisition plan would be ac- 
complished quickly under terms of a bill 
now in the Legislature. This measure would 
... force Consumers to turn ov er its proper­ 
ties to Lincoln without any v ote of the peo- 
- pie. 
Ex isting law calls for Consumers to 
turn ov er its operation here to the city in 
19 72, prov iding such 
Waiting For 
1972 
action is approv ed by 
a v ote of the people. 
Consumers’ first pref­ 
erence, in its letter to 
the City Council, is to let the matter stand 
as now gov erned by ex isting law. This 
would mean Lincoln and Consumers would 
continue to operate as separate bodies un­ 
til the question of ownership was decided 
- in 1972. In one refinement of the present 
situation, Consumers proposes a joint City - 
Consumers District Board or Committee to 
direct and coordinate all efforts of both 
parties in Lincoln. 
Two alternate proposals by Consumers 
appear to be v ery much alike. Both would 
Inv olv e Consumers operation on either a 
lease or contract basis of the present City 
Light Department operations. Plans there 
call for pay ment to the city of all income 
bey ond current ex penses on the city por­ 
tion of the total operation and the city , in 
turn, to inv est the funds in renewals, re­ 
placements and additions. The two plans 
would appear to giv e the city at least ad­ 
v isory authority in the field of rate-making. 
All Consumers’ plans aim at accom­ 
plishing one of the major objectiv es that 
has spurred all activ ity in this field recent­ 
ly —the elimination of duplication. The sec­ 
ond major objectiv e is to lower industrial 
rates and none of the Consumers plans ap­ 
pears to hold much promise here, with the 
possible ex ception of any city v oice in 
rate-making. 
★ 
The Consumers proposal should not be 
lightly dismissed. From a practical point 
of v iew, there is serious doubt that Lincoln 
will get the legislation some are looking 
for to force Consumers to turn ov er its 
properties to Lincoln immediately . Whether 
this legislation is good or bad, there is 
much about it that was premature and it 
was based on skimpy knowledge of ev en 
many fundamental utility principles. For 
Lincoln city officials and the Power Adv i­ 
sory Board to place all its eggs in this 
legislativ e basket would be a serious mis­ 
take and a disserv ice to the people of the 
community . If this legislation is to be pur­ 
sued, the city should be more of an inter­ 


ested observ er than an ardent proponent. 
To do otherwise could place Consumers 
and the city at such odds as to hamper 
all future efforts at a settlement and at a 
great deal of legal ex pense. 
Now, the plans submitted by Consumers 
are not all by any means that the city 
might hope for. Consumers, in effect, pro­ 
poses to acquire the Lincoln municipal op­ 
eration for free and this is not ex actly 
cricket, especially when Consumers hints 
at a handsome price for its properties 
should the shoe ev er end up on the other 
foot. Secondly , the v ery limited v oice Con­ 
sumers proposes to giv e Lincoln, if any 
v oice at all, is not enough. Perhaps no 
more v oice can be giv en under ex isting 
law but Lincoln will certainly want to pur­ 
sue this subject for the future. 


Third, Consumers has not satisfactorily 
disposed of the question of what it intends 
to do in 1972 when the law would permit 
the city to v ote on acquisition of all Con­ 
sumers property . Consumers say s it alway s 
has and still does intend to liv e by the re­ 
quirements of the 19 72 v oting law. But to 
let the people v ote is one thing and to do 
so without interference is another. 
In balance, the Consumers offer is not 
at all a bad one. It must be remembered 
that it is only the opening salv o in what 
promises to be a lengthy discussion. The 
matter of rates is a subject that ev en the 
city itself has not y et decided. While indus­ 
trial rates in Lincoln are higher than they 
might be and higher than Omaha, residen­ 
tial rates are lower. 
We all want industry but nobody wants 
to subsidize it. Nobody subsidizes the wage 
_____ 
earner and that’s the 
way things should be. 
To arbitrarily cut in- 
_ dustrial r at e s and 
raise residential rates 
would quite rightfully bring down the wrath 
of the people on the city . Also, Consumers 
is tightly inv olv ed with a statewide opera­ 
tion and the outcome of things in Lincoln 
can affect some 200 other Nebraska munici­ 
palities. Lincoln cannot afford to subsidize 
any statewide power operation but it would 
do well to do as little damage as possible to 
other parts of the Consumers operation. 
As to the 1972 v ote, the city should be 
interested in securing from Consumers 
more detailed assurances of its intentions 
at that crucial time. In short, Lincoln needs 
to be alert to all dev elopments and needs 
to begin immediately to plan for 1972. If 
Consumers is insincere or Lincoln cannot 
arriv e at a desirable point in things, then 
the battle in 1972 could and would hav e to 
be joined, for better or worse. But a peace­ 
ful and profitable settlement for all should 
not be thrown out the window before the 
possibility of it has been determined. 


The Effect On 
Others 


Loss To Nebraska 
A lifelong career of public serv ice end­ 
ed with the death of former Gov . Robert 
LeRoy Cochran. Hardly known by any thing 
other than “ Roy ,” Mr. Cochran serv ed his 
state and nation with ability and dedication 
that serv e as an ex ample for any who 
aspire to such a life. And they are marks 
of character that would apply equally as 
well in the priv ate business world. 
Mr. Cochran was most effectiv e in rais­ 
ing the lev el and competence of highway 
programming in Nebraska when he serv ed 
as state engineer for 11 y ears under both 
Democratic and Republican gov ernors. He 
was a man who clearly saw gov ernment 
work as a public trust and he nev er lost 
sight of that goal. While a lifelong Demo­ 
crat, he was not blinded by partisanship 
and worked faithfully for and with all peo­ 
ple, regardless of party affiliation. 


He serv ed as gov ernor of this state for 
three terms and during y ears of try ing eco­ 
nomic circumstances. He sought alway s to 
keep the role of gov ernment where he be­ 
liev ed it should be—subserv ient to the will 
of the people but conscious of the public 
needs. He disliked fav oritism and would 
go out of his way to thwart the efforts of 
those he felt were gaining an unfair ad­ 
v antage. 
There is no doubt that Mr. Cochran 
would hav e been a success in any thing he 
had undertaken to do and might hav e pros­ 
pered materially a great deal more in pri­ 
v ate business. The fact that he chose to de­ 
v ote his life to public serv ice and the suc­ 
cess he made of it is a true measure of 
the man. He set an ex ample of integrity , 
ability and dedication that will be long re­ 
membered. 


Court Upholds Toleration 
Strictly speaking, the U.S. Supreme 
Court, in ov erruling the South Carolina con­ 
v iction of Negro student demonstrators, 
said that the constitutional guarantee of 
freedom of assembly was not to be abridged 
by any state. Putting it another way , the 
court said that this nation is dedicated to 
the idea of tolerance and it cannot be 
changed by the arbitrary action of any sec­ 
tion of the country . 
The students had demonstrated on the 
state capitol grounds and law-enforcement 
personnel were required to maintain order. 
But the threatened disorder was not from 
the students; it came from those who dis­ 
agreed with the position of the students. If 
any one should hav e been arrested for dis­ 
turbing the peace, it should hav e been the 
crowds that threatened to break up the 
demonstrations. 


Once again, as a people we can be 
thankful that the Supreme Court of this na­ 
tion occupies the position that it does. With­ 
out the sacred rights that we hold so dear, 
there would be nothing but empty words. 
They would be taken from us by the whim 
of any public official who saw his duty in 
conflict with those rights. 
The public should remember that when 
the right to assemble or freely speak is 
denied one group or indiv idual, the rights 
of all people are threatened. If a right is 
something that can be taken away accord­ 
ing to circumstances, it ceases to be a 
right at all but is more in the nature of a 
priv ilege. Those who want their rights pro­ 
tected must be willing to tolerate the ex er­ 
cise of these rights by all people, not just 
by some people when it is conv enient.

The proposed federal tax cut, as For­ 
tune Magazine sees it, is not to produce a 
deficit, nor to giv e the economy a shot in 
the arm. Rather it is to lift the ceiling on 
economic growth.

presenting the tax case, but it is ov er­ 
simplified. 
Granted that the ex igencies of World 
War II influenced the present tax program 
it is also true that the U.S. has not been 
able to return to a peacetime economy . Half 
the national budget is going into defense. 
There is also no assurance that the fed­ 
eral gov ernment will refrain from deficit 
financing in ev ent of a tax cut. Indeed, 
there is ev ery indication that it will accept 
deficit financing as an accustomed and 
proper practice and with less restraint than 
presently . 
It is also illogical to pretend that the 
gov ernment sequesters money . What it 
takes in it spends. Most of it goes back into 
the domestic economy . In this sense, the tax 
question is one of where the gov ernment 
decides to introduce its tax income into the 
economy . If tax reduction meant diminution 
of gov ernment influence ov er the economy 
it might be a way of increasing the author­ 
ity of the priv ate economy . But a tax re­ 
duction coupled with consent to federal 
deficit financing fails to constitute a 
straint on federal influence. Rather, 
grants more liberty . 
It can be pointed out that heav y de­ 
fense spending has resulted in a great ac­ 
celeration of that part of the economy de­ 
v oted to the activ ity . This has brought an 
imbalance that is operating against the part 
of the economy dev oted to other pursuits. 
But it is questionable whether an across- 
the-board tax reduction will remedy this,

Washington — The end ol 
thirty -one y ears of ty ranny 
will be celebrated on a lit­ 
tle island in the Caribbean 
this week when Dr. J u an 
Bosch, a poet, becomes presi­ 
dent of the Dominican Re­ 
public. He will be the first 
freely elected president in 
that troubled country since 
Rafael Trujillo, a U.S. Ma­ 
rine-trained sergeant, set up 
a dictatorship thirty - t w o 
y ears ago. 
And the Senate friends of 
Gov . Nelson Rockefeller who 
seem hell-bent for war ov er 
Cuba should take a careful 
look at the case history of 
the Dominican Republic. 
What has caused unrest 
and the danger of commu­ 
nism in that country , and in 
Venezuela, and in Haiti, and 
in many other Latin coun­ 
tries — as in Cuba — is the 
bloody hand of a dictator in 
almost ev ery case — ex cept 
Haiti recently — the dictat­ 
ors hav e been supported by 
the United States.

Gov ernor 
Rockefeller hav e the black­ 
est mark when it comes to 
supporting dictators

WASHI NGTON - The 
grand design, the ambitious 
label pinned to the Kennedy 
administration’s foreign pol­ 
icy program is rapidly be­ 
coming instead the 
g r e at 
puzzle. 
Essentially it comes down 
to this: How to hold th e 
pieces of the Western alli­ 
ance together at a critical 
moment when a new an d 
perhaps hopeful direction in 
the cold war is in prospect.

If negotiations fail to pro­ 
duce an acceptable price, 
Consumers board suggested 
in its letter, the city can pro­ 
ceed with condemnation. 
However, Consumers does 
not feel that condemnation is 
either necessary or desirable, 
the letter added. 
“ Consumers know of no de­ 
mand from the rank and file 
of electric users that the city 
take over Consumers distribu­ 
tion in Lincoln or that Con­ 
sumers operation is not ac­ 
ceptable to its citizens,” the 
letter said. 
Publicity Hit 
Consumers “ feels compelled 
to state its position” regard­ 
ing Lincoln because of t h e 


abnormal amount of publicity 
in the Lincoln newspapers 
and LB633 introduced in t h e 
Legislature by the Lincoln 
senators. 
The board said the proposed 
legislation would force Con­ 
sumers to transfer its system 
to the city and deny Lincoln 
voters the right to vote on 
that acquisition as now re­ 
quired by law.

them favoring the bill. 
Nebraska law now prohibits 
marriage between a w h i t e 
person and another person 
who has one-eighth or more 


Negro, Japanese oir ^Chinese 
blood. 
Legitimacy Vote 
The amendment adopted by 
a 5-0 vote would make chü- 
dren born of interracial mar­ 
riages legitimate. 
The bill drew strong sup­ 
port from many religiotts de­ 
nominations w h i c h favored 
the measure as a means to 
p r o v i d e the «‘inalienable 
rights of every man to be 
treated as a human being.’*

Bills establishing standards 
of property appraisal a n d 
prescribed intervals for re­ 
appraisal passed the Govern­ 
ment and Military Affairs 
Committee Monday.

Kenneth Bowen of 
Red Cloud as recommenda­ 
tions of the interim tax study 
committee. 
LB37 4 provides that th e 
state tax commissioner shall 
establish standards for reap­ 
praisal of all lands and im­ 
provements as well as for re­ 
appraisal contracts. Payment 
of the final 10% of the con­ 
tract price shall not be made 
until the reappraisal has been 
approved by the tax commis­ 
sioner. 
Adams C o u n t y Assessor 
Roscoe Story said “ without 
minimum specifications f o r 
appraisal firms, it’s hard to 
determine what you’re get­ 
ting in the way of equitable 
results.’’ 
Intervals Set 
On the heels of the reap­ 
praisal standards bill w a s 
LB37 5 setting prescribed in­ 
tervals for reappraisals of 
lands and improvements at 
actual value. 
In those counties where the 
county clerk is also the as­ 
sessor, a complete reapprais­ 


al must be made each 10 
years. Where the county as­ 
sessor is a separate official, 
such shall be made at inter­ 
vals not more than 16 years 
and not less than 6 years. 
For counties which have 
not reappraised since 1947, 
the effect of the law will be 
1966. Graduated allowances 
are made for later reapprais­ 
als. 
Failure to comply shall al­ 
low the state treasurer to 
hold certain funds designated 
for that county after notifica­ 
tion by the tax commissioner 
and governor.

Assessor 
Fred Bruns said a vote of 
the county assessors associa­

59-15. 
LB387 requiring c o u n t y 
treasurers to mail notices of 
real estate taxes to property 
owners was held after stiff 
opposition at the hearing. 
Introducer Bowen said it 
was “courtesy, or a service 
to the taxpayers.” 
Opposition stated the cost 
of necessary equipment, the 
added workload and small 
benefit of such notices.

BOILER INSPECTION BILLS ADVANCED 
Two bills regulating boiler 
inspections in Nebraska were 
advanced to general f i l e 
Monday by the Legislature’s 
Miscellaneous Subjects Com­ 
mittee. 
LB399, introduced by Sens. 
Le Roy Bahensky of St. Paul 
and Peter Claussen of Leigh, 
would make mandatory year­ 
ly inspections of boilers of 
s c h o o l districts. Currently, 
school district boilers are In­ 
spected only at the request of 
the school board. 
One of the proponents, John 
Lynch, representing the Ne­ 
braska State Education As­ 
sociation, suggested that the 
bill be amended to read that 
in cities that have city inspec­ 
tion or insurance inspections 
(such as Omaha), these in­ 
spections be accepted in lieu 
of state inspection, thus do­ 


ing away with dual inspec­ 
tions. 
The bill was advanced 4-0 
in this amended form. 
LB400, also supported by 
Sens. Bahensky and Claussen, 
would provide for an increase 
in boiler inspection fees. 
Damages Provided 
In other action the com­ 
mittee unanimously advanced 
a bill affecting first class 
cities, providing for damages 
if a landowner or occupant 
fails to keep sidewalks clean 


and free from snow, ice, mud, 
etc. Omaha and Lincoln, it 
was noted, already h a v e 
municipal ordinances cover­ 
ing this provision. 
The measure, LB264, was 
introduced by G e o r g e C. 
Gerdes of Alliance. 
Unanimously advanced was 
LB304, introduced by Sen. J. 
W. Burbach of Crofton and 
Eric Rasmussen of Fairmont, 
providing when a p o l l i n g 
place may be located outside 
the voting precinct.

After this second rebuff 
Clark withdrew a 3rd propos­ 
al to boost the size of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
and the Senate went on to 
Committee assignments. 
Clark, who was supported 
by Sen. Paul H. Douglas, D- 
111., said he will renew th e 
fight later against what 
he 
called the “ sterile ultra-con­ 
servative control” of the Fi­ 
nance Committee, headed by 
Ben. Harry F. Byrd, D-Va. 
WU1 Cripple 
The Pennsylvanian contend­ 
ed the present committee con­ 
trol means that Kennedy’s 
tax bill, health care for the 
aged, and other programs 
“will be crippled if not de­ 
stroyed.”

Darts are con stru ction de­ 
tails to giv e shape to a gar­ 
men t an d to con trol fu lln ess. 
If stitched or pressed badly 
they can ru in both appear­ 
an ce an d fit. 
In stitchin g a dart, a mis­ 
take is often made in fold­ 
in g. It shou ld be folded right 
down the cen ter alon g th e 
lin e in dicated on the pattern . 
Sometimes a pattern doesn ’t 
hav e this fold lin e. In that 
case, mark y ou r stitchin g 
lin es on the fabric. Fold it 
from the poin t down the cen ­ 
ter of the dart. Place pin s 
alon g marked the stitchin g 
lin e. Then tu rn dart ov er an d 
see if the pin s are also alon g 
the stitchin g lin e on the op­ 
posite side. When dart is 
folded correctly an d pin s 
match alon g stitchin g lin es 
on both sides, baste the dart.

For the proper pressin g of 
a dart: A freq u en t mistake 
is to press in the wron g di­ 
rection .

Miller Pondering? 
Ralph Miller of Wichita — that was the first name 
tossed on the speculation list last week after J erry Bush 
announced his resignation as Nebraska basketball coach. 
Those of us in the guessing profession really didn’t 
need a course in Sherlock Holmes to link Miller with the 
v acant Husker job. 
He has been Wichita’s coach since 195 1—which means 
he was at Wichita when Tippy Dy e was athletic director 
there. Thus, it would not be too surprising if the Husker 
director considers his friend and former co-worker during 
his search for a successor. 
Okay , but is Miller interested in coaching at Nebraska 
or is he contented at Wichita? 
Last week Miller, who reported he had not been con­ 
tacted by any one about any job, had this statement to make 
when asked about the NU job by a Lawrence, Kan., scribe: 
“ This is the way I feel, not about Nebraska, but about 
my future in general. This y ear is the end of a 3-y ear con­ 
tract. My wife and I hav e a lot of decisions to make before 
I sign another contract with any one any place. We decided 
3 y ears ago that when this time arriv ed we would sit down 
and think what we may do in the future.” 
Miller, the report said, “ indicated 3 possibilities: (1) 
to continue at Wichita; (2) to continue coaching at another 
school or (3) to quit coaching.” 
Pressure Game 
On the subject of basketball coaching, make no mistake 
about one thing—it’s packed full of pressure and frustration, 
in addition to rewards. 
And the cage coaches are not supposed to be able to 
walk off their stomach knots like their football and base- 
bal brethren. The bounce-ball bosses are ex pected to sit 
In their seats and stew. 
Sometimes that becomes difficult — thanks to play er 
errors, blown shots, hot-headed fans and officials. 
Dick Harp of Kansas and J erry Bush of Nebraska 
logged some floor time at the Coliseum last week, but for 
different reasons. 
Bush, relax ed in the wake of his resignation, was hav ing 
a ball. Harp, undoubtedly feeling some pressure this y ear 
after the J ay hawks’ post-Big 8 tournament nosediv e, was 
mad. 
The KU coach had a legitimate gripe at one point in the 
second half. Kansas had gained the one-and-one free throw 
plateau after NU’s 7 th foul. But ev en though the signs were 
up, the officials let the ball be put in play after the J av hawk 
shooter made his first shot. 
No Appeal 
Harp registered a sharp protest, but the rules say once 
the clock starts again—ev en if there has been an error— 
there’s no appeal. So the J ay hawks were gy ped—and had 
to take it. 
Tension increased after this unfortunate incident and 
after a Husker fouled a J ay hawk driv ing for a lay up, Harp 
charged on the court again and y elled at Bush: “ That’s a 
great way to wind up—teaching dirty basketball.” 
Much of J erry ’s reply cannot be translated, but he did 
say , “ I’v e nev er taught that kind of basketball in 9 y ears— 
and y ou know it. So sit down.” 
After the game, there were handshakes and apologies. 
It was just another case of the steam that can be gen­ 
erated in the emotion-packed game called basketball. 
1 still admire any one who either coaches or officiates 
basketball. They ’re made of ttiffer stuff than most of us.
